WAS EIGHTY YEARS OF AGE 


Entire 
Life of 
Famous Sea 
Fighter 


Was Spent in His Country’s Serv­ 


ice— Fought Under Farragut in the 


Civil W ar and Commanded Fleet at 


Battle of Manila in 1893. 


W ashington, 
Jan. 
17. — Admiral 
George Downy, “boro of Manila Hay,” 
head of tho American navy and by 
priority tho ranking naval officer of 
tho world, died at bi* home here after 
un illness of six days, 
ii** was in his 
eightieth year. 
A hero in his early career and in 
the prime of his life Admiral Dewey 
was a hero as the end 
approached. 
His death ended sixtv-two years of ac­ 
tive service, active to the last. 
A general breakdown, accompanied 
by 
arteriosclerosis 
incident to 
old 
age, was tile cause of death. 
The dis- 
i ase had 
been gradually spreading, 
hut the admiral, proud of his physical 
vigor, had fought it off and bad even 
tried to keep jt a secret from his most 
intim ate friends. 
, Mrs. Dewey and the adm iral’s only 
son, George, were at his bedside when 
he died. 
President Wilson. Secretary Daniels

WAR TALK MAY YET

Danger of Constant Mention of 


Possibilities of Conflict. 


SENATOR LEWIS SPOKESMAN 


Some Looked Upon Him as Mouthpiece 
of Administration During Recent De­ 
bate on Hitchcock Resolution—Con­ 
gress Always Willing to Support “ Bug 
Men”—No More Great Indians.

W ashington, Jan. 17.—[Special.]—If 
men in high plate continue to talk of 
war we may have war in spite of the 
vote of the people last fall against war.

son more than ordinary significance 
was given to his utterance*, for when 
a man speaks by the card it Is sup­ 
posed that ho lias authority for the 
most. im portant statem ents he make*. 
It. was not so very long ago that Sen­ 
ator Lewis created some com m ent and 
no little consternation when he pre­ 
dicted 
that

I nited States was 
without a friend In the world and was 
in danger of being attacked not only 
by the powers in F.urope, but by the 
powers iii tin* orient and South Amer­ 
ica. 
At that tim e ut* did not pay very 
much attention to what he said, but 
bis latest si leech seem s to be worth 
more than ordinary comment. 


Coupled With Lansing. 
Senator Lew is supported the presi­ 
dent's peace note with nil the vigor 
he possesses and the high flown lan­ 
guage which is alw ays a feature of his 
speeehes.
